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Farmers’ market founder dies after fall

GAUTIER — Hattie Deleomyn 
Guillotte, 78, the matriarch of the 
Jackson County Fair and farmer’s 
market, died Friday in Ocean 
Springs after sustaining a head 
injury Wednesday. 

The head injury 
occurred as Guillotte 
attempted to board a 
Singing River Hospital 
System bus unassisted, 
daughter Ione Guillotte says. 

The 78-year-old woman then 
fell and struck the cement drive- 

way. 

Singing River Hospital officials 
were unavailable for comment on 
the matter. 

Affectionately called “Miss Hat- 
tie,” the Jackson County native 
was actively involved civic and 
political issues. 

“She was on the first Gautier 
Election Commission,” said Ione 
Guillotte. 

“She established the farmers’ 
market on the entire Gulf Coast. 
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volunteer Jackson County offi- 
cer, involved with the 4-H Club 


She met with Commissioner Jim 
Buck Ross in the 1970s and they 
saw a need to meet the farmers’ 
need of being able to get their 
product to market,” iene Guillotte 
said. 

“She ran the 
Jackson County 
market for 17 | 
years and the 
Harrison Coun- 
ty market was a spinoff 
from it. She was a mem- 
ber of the Jackson Coun- 
ty Fair Board for nearly 
25 years,” she added. 

Guillotte ceased her 
active role at the market 
upon reaching age 72. 

Jackson County administrator 
George Touart said, “When I first 
came to work as county adminis- 
trator in 1989, Bethel Robertson, 
Marge Reynolds, Mildred 
Boutwell, Mac McGinty, Charles 
McInnis and Hattie Guillotte were 
the people who put on the fair. 

“(Guillotte) was in the livestock

barn for many years.” 

Touart said after her retire- 
ment, it didn’t seem right going 
into the barn and not seeing Guil-. 
lotte. 

“They (board members)| 
were the pioneers of the! 
fair. Without the dedica- | 
tion of those six people, 
we would not have out 
there what we have 
today,” Touart said. 

Guillotte was an advi- 
sor for the 4-H Club, for- 
mer president of the VFW 
and was instrumental in. 
establishing the boys and 
girls softball league in 
|Gautier. 

She iiee served as a Jackson 
County Transportation officer, 
accompanying female inmates to 
hospitals in Meridian, Jackson, 
Columbus and other cities. 

Guillotte was married to the 
late Hurley Ray Guillotte Sr., a 
native of Gautier. 

Guillotte is survived by four 
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children, son Hurley Ray Guil- 
lotte and daughters Hattie Mae 
Guillotte, Margaret “Onie” Ione 
Guillotte and Hannah G. Guillotte 
Moran.
